DEATH OF GEN. SHERMAN. 

The last of the great quartette of war Generals 
—Grant, Thomas, Sheridan, and Sherman—has 
gone. The stroke which has closed his distin- 
guished career came suddenly. The first an- 
nouncement was of a hopeless character and 
left his demise only a question of time. It was 
all the more sad as up to the«time of the an- 
notncement he had been so active in all his 
movements and so conspicuously identified 
with all social and other prominent events in 
New. York that it did not seem possible the 
old warrior was so nearhisend. But he was 
an old man and no longer had stzong powers 
of resistance when a dangerous disease at- 
tacked him at a vital part. 

It seems almost unnecessary to inform the 
publie of the military events in the life of a 
soldier whose career is coincident with the 
country’s war periods for more than fifty 
years, and who was one of the most conspicu- 
ous figures in its history during the War 
of the Rebellion. He was graduated from 
West Point in 1840 and the earlier part of his 
career was spent in Florida, Mexico, and Cali- 
fornia, where he was accumulating military 
skijl and’ experience which were to be of great 
service to the country at a subsequent period. 
Then he spent a few years in the peaceful pur- 
suite of law and banking, but when the alarm 
was soundéd in 1861 and the country was 
in danger hecame tothe fore promptly and 
enthusiastically. He began asa Colonel in 
the defenses of- Washington and in the 
Manassas campaign of 1861. He stopped 
when the war stopped and the last rebel had

EDWIN ARNOLD'S “LIGHT OF THE WOBLD” 

We print elsewhere in this issue the larger 
portion and most striking passages of Sir Ed- 
win Arnold’s new poem, “The Light of the 
World,” which is the literary sensation of the 
day, and which is bound to arouse as much in- 
terest in the literary world as its brillant 
counterpart, “'The Light of Asia,” whfch ap- 
peared a fewyears ago and secured for its 
author the honors of knighthood. The book 
iteélf will be issued in New York tomorrow, 
and by an atrangement with its publishers 
Tus Tareuse is enabled to give its readers 
the substantial contents of the poem before it 
goes to the public. The work of preparing 
the advance sheets for publication in this 
paper has been done carefully and intelligent- 
ly by our New York literary critic. The most 
beautiful and strikmg parte have been pre- 
served, and they are linked together in such 
manner that the unity of the poem is not 
marred. 

“The Light of the World” was announced 
for publication some time before the last holi- 
days, but ithas been delayed until this time, 
we understand, in order to secure the benefit 
of American copyright, which has been done, 
as in the case of Prof. Byrce’s “‘ American 
Commonwealth,”’ by the insertion of original 
matter prepared by an American author. Mr. 
Stoddard, the poet, has prefaced the poem with 
a prose introduction. Did he not also supply 
the two lyrical pieces in the poem, the “‘ Peace 
and Good Will” anthem and “ The Shadow 
and the Light,” which the Hebrew maid of 
Mary Magdalene sings to her and the Magus, 
** meek and sweet as the sun he stands’’? The 
poem covers all the principal events in the life 
of Christ, and, curiously enough, after the 
narrative description of the birth and angelic 
salutation and an &pisode of Pilate and his 
wife Claudia, who lodge at Mary Magdalene’s 
house, and remorsefully recall the judgment 
and death of the Lord, the story is told by 
Mary herself, or the Lady Miriam, as the 
poem styles. her, to the Buddhist, who 
‘was one of the Magi, returning after 
the lapse of many years to learn 
the career of the Babe he had visited 
when following the Star. This disposition of 
the story gives the poet frequent opportunities 
of comparing Christianity with Buddhism, 
with which faith lie is so familiar, and of illus- 
trating the chéer and hopefulness of the former 
as compared with the fatalism of the latter. 
The descriptive parts of the poem are singu- 
larly beautiful and abound in local color. 
The picture of “ His Lake,”’ the Sea of Chen- 
naréth, in the times when “‘nine white cities 
dipped their walls into its brink’ 1s wonder- 
fully brilliant. The reader also will linger 
with delight over the passages describing 
Mary Magdalene’s first interview with the 
Lord, his occupation during the quiet thirty 
years, the visions of the woman who ked 
on death, the resurrection, the personal 
description of Christ and of Mary the Virgin 
“rose of women,” and the masterly sketch of 
Mary Magdalene ‘“‘daughter of the sun,”’ 
closing: 

And all the Sonth was loud with talk of her 

Who walked in woven gold and wore hor braids— 
A Queen of Sin—crowning the shameless brow 
With diadem of tresses, tied with pearls, 


And set her henna-scented feet on necks 
Of Greek and Latin lovers. 


Now most meek 
The proud, pale, bended face; the folded palms, 
The knees touching the pavement, as she said: 
“The Roman Lord, who may command, hath 


prayed . 
Speech with his servant. She must needs obey, 
Hostess and subject.. I am Miriam!” 
It is needless, however, to call attention to 


this remarkable poem, of which Mr. Stoddard 
saysin his introduction: “It was much to 
have written ‘The Light of Asia,’ but it is 
more, infinitely more, to have written ‘The 
Light of the World,’ of which every lover of 
sacred song will say, when he has finished 
it, ‘That strain I heard was of a higher 


mood.’ The work speaks for itself and it 


will bea matter for congratulation from all 
our readers that the methods of modern jour- 
nalism have made it possible to give them such 
a foretaste of the work of a great poet and 
presenting it tothem in substantially com- 
plete form. 


DISCIPLINE IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The School Management Committee of the 
Board of Education has been sitting in judg- 
ment on the case of the Principal of the Cal- 
houn School, charged with a violation of the 
rules of the board and with cruelty, because 
he punished ‘ some disobedient pupils by im- 
prisoiment in adark and not oversafe room 
in the basement. It has found him guilty, 
recommended his suspension for thirty days, 
and * declared most vigorously against in- 
flicting any kind of punishment upon refrac- 
tory pupils or resorting to any method of dis- 
cipline except suspension.” ¢ 

Ifa teacher treats children cruelly or vio- 
lates the rules which govern him he should be 
called to account for it, but cannot this com- 


punished only by a deprival of school privileges. 
Why, that is what they want. They, too, say: 
. _ set 
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In ‘most cases, h6wever, the parents will do 
nothing of the kind. They will accept the 
suspension with cheerful resignation, and 
either set the boy to work or let him run wild. 
When a truant offigér picks him up and asks 
him why he is nué$-at school, he will say 
placidly: “I havé been suspended and cannot 
get into school, so it is no use taking me there. 
I am down on the record ag @ ‘bad boy’ and 
you might as well let mé alone.” 

Is it the intention of the Board of Educa- 
tion that those whoni it is most important 
should be taught shall be allowed to slip 
through the meshes of the law and grow up 
in ignorance? If not, it should disapprove of 
that portion of the report of its committee 
which says that suspers#iofi shall be the only 
penalty inflicted for badness. That will not 
meet the case in Chicago at.all. Some more 
potent weapon must be put in. the hands of 
teachers or the Com ‘Education act 
might as well be repealed #6 far as this city 


is concerned. 


CATCH THE JUBY-DUTY SHIRKERS. 

There are many men in the community who 
hate to serve on a jury even though called on 
to do so only once in one or twe years. They 
are intelligent and educ&éted—just the kind of 
people needed yn the jiry-box. “When they 
themselves have cases in the courts they are 
anxious that the best men should be secured 
to sit in judgment. Yet they are unwilling to 
do for their neighbors what they expect their 
neighbors to do for them. They disregard 
serenely the teachings of the Golden Rule. 

The method adopted by the County Board 
to make out the list of those who are liable for 
jury duty is one dictated by convenience. The 
poll-lists are taken and the names of those 
who are not ineligible because of old age and 
other statutory exemptions are copied from 
them and handed over to the clerks of the dif- 
ferent courts. Thusif aman doesnot vote 
he runs no risk of being drawn for jury duty. 
The shirks have learned this and in order to 
avoid the jury-box they keep away from the 
polls. Sotheycommit two offensee, for it is 
the duty of every man to do what he can to 
get a decent government for his city, county, 
or State, or for the Nation. 

In the country everybody knows everybody, 
so that a man does not, by failing to vote, 
keep his name off the jury list. In the 
crowded city, however; it is different, and the 
jury-shirkers have had an easy time of it. 
They have not only gone free themselves, but 
they have made things. harder for the good 
citizens who have honestly and cénscientiously 
done their duty at the polis and in the jury- 
box. If the former had not sneaked off and 
left the decent men to bear the burden alone 
the latter would hatehad to serve but once in 
two years where they how serve yearly. 

This scandalous. state af things has lasted 
long enough, arid Legislature should put 
a summary stop to it by. passing a little bill 
providing that the clerks: of. election while 
canvassing their precincts‘shall make up a 
separate roll of the names of all whom they 
know to be entitled. to. vote, but who do not 
do so; and that thése rolls shall be turned 
over to the County Board, to be usea by it 
along with the poil-lists in getting out the 
names of thoge to be summoned for jury duty. 
Then the laggards and the skulkers will be 
brought to terms and. will be forced to do for 
others what thdy want others to do for them. 
Seeing that a failure to. vote does not save, 
them from jury service they will register, and 
thousafid» of names will be added to the regis- 
try books, while the supplemental rolls of the 
election clerks will diminish steadily in size, 
and those good men wlio have had to bear an 
extra share of the responsibilities of citizen 
ship will get a grateful relief.

NOTT’S DRAINAGE ABSURDITY. 
A foolish fellow tamed Gordon H. Nott has 


| proposed a silly plan for disposing of the 


sewage of this city, which he wants tacked on 
to the Drainage act asan amendment, and 
forsome unknown reason has succeeded in 
procuring signatures of indorsement from 
several prominent citizens who evidently do 
not understand his scheme. He wants to 
build a deep tunnel twenty feet in diameter 
from this city into and along the valley of the 
Desplaines, to carry all the sewage to settling 
basins constructed at some point below Joliet. 
There the material, previdusly undiluted ex- 
cept by rains and such water asis pumped 
from the lake for the use of citizens, is to be 
treated by pre@ipitante and disinfectants, 
after which the more solid portion is to be 
used for fertiliziig purposes. 

There are’several strong objections to this 
plan, the first of whichis the matter of ex- 
pense. Thetunnel would have to be driven 
through solid rock‘ all the way, except for 
about a mile near,this city, as it is proposed to 
be deep enough for all requirements of sub- 
drainage. How much this would cost may be 
inferred from the experience of New York 
City, which-has recently constructed a ten- 
foot aqueduct through mixed strata at an 
average cost, of $1,000,000 for each of the 
twenty-six miles in its length: Our forty-two 
miles of double that diameter would hardly be 
built for $42,000,008, It is proposed to sink 
several intermnediate shafts, which, while they 
would permit a shortening in the tame of con- 
struction, must not lessen materially the cost 
of the work. ' 

. Then the concentrated filth, when it got to 
the settling basins at Joliet or below it, would 
be-intensely foul, much worse even than when 
it left this city, as it would have rotted and 
festered without any of the purification af- 
forded in nature’s own laboratory by contact 
with the open air. The “ventilation ” through 
the shafts would be just sufficient to permit 
the noxious gases to escape to poison the air 
all around each of them, and at and near the 
settling basins themselves the stench would 
simply be @ concentrated suggestion of sheol, 
far more annoying and damaging to the health 
of the people than any suffering now entailed 


by the sewage which the drainage plan pro-

GEN. SHERMAN NOT A ROMAN CATHOLIC. 

It is evident that the New York Times com- 
mitted a grave breach of decorum and need- 
lessly wounded the feelings of those already in 
dire distress by its publication of the state- 
ment that a Catholic priest was admitted sur- 
reptitiously to Gen, Sherman’s dying cham- 
ber, that he administered the rife of extreme 
unction to the sick man, and that on such a 
basis the church claimed the General as one of 
its members, The.falsity ‘of the statement is 
established by the declaration of the children 
that their father was not a Roman Catholic, 
and that he had neither asked for nor cqn- 
sented to the administration of the rite, as 
well as by the absence of any.claim put for- 
ward by the officials of that church, and by 
Senator Sherman’s letter to the editor of the 
paper in question. It adds to the gravity of 
this impropriety that the reporter of the Times 
menaced the family because it would not 
give him certain information—an act which 
should not only secure his peremptory dis- 
charge from the Times but should disqualify 
him from serving hereafter upon any reputable 
paper. Senator Sherman, the General's 


- brother, states all that there is in this 


wretched story when he says: 

It is well known that his family have been reared 
by their mother, a devoted Catholic, in her faith 
and now cling toit. It is equally well known that 
Gen. Sherman and myself, as well as all my 
mother’s children, are by inheritance, education, 
and connection Christians, but not Catholics, and 
this has been openly avowed on all proper occa- 
sions by Gen. Sherman; but he is too good a 
Christian and too humane a man to deny to his 
children the consolation of their religion. He was 
insensible at the tinie and apparently at the verge 
of death, but if he had been woll and in the full 
exercise of his faculties he would not have denied 
to them the consolation of the prayers and relig- 
ious observances for their father of any class or 
denomination of Christian priests or preachers, 
Certainly, if I had been present, I would at the 
request of the family have assented to and rever- 
ently shared in an appeal to the Almighty for the 
life, here and hereafter, of my brother, whether 
in @ prayer or extreme unction, and whether ut- 
tered by a priest or preacher, or any other good 
man who believed what he spoke and had an hon- 
est faith in his creed. 4 

It is well known, as Senator Sherman says, 
that the old General was a stanch Prot- 
estant all his life. His wife upon the other 
hand was an intense Catholic and carried 
most ofthe children with her. She placed 
them in Catholic schools and had them brought 
up to believe the dogmas of that church. The 
General did not interfere, but for himself re- 
mained a Protestant, and if he ever attended 
Catholic services did so only to please his fam- 
ily, still maintaining his disbehef in its dog- 
mas. Itis well known that when his son 
Thomas, whom he so eagerly longed to see in 
his last moments, was ordained a priest in the 
Jesuit Theological Seminary at Woodstock, 
Md.,a few years ago, the General was great- 
ly grieved by it, and for some years there was 
no communication between them. That he 
so earnestly longed to see him in his last mo- 
ments was the outcome of natural desire and 
paternal affection, not an indication of friend- 
liness to the faith his son had espoused. He, 
himself, nevér had any belief in the dog- 
mas of papal infallibility, transubstaatiation, 
mariology, or any of the distinguishing doc- 
trines of that church. It should settle the 
whole question in any event that the church 
itself makes no claim upon him as a death- 
bed convert, and that those who were made 
responsible for the Times’ unguarded and un- 
fortunate assertions have denied them pub- 
licly. Were it not for the sorrow which has 
fallen upon that devoted household and the 
sadnegs which afflicts the Nation the scandal- 
ous nature of the Zimes’ statement would 
have roused the public indignation, and un- 
doubtedly emphatic and stern denial from the 
high authorities of the Catholic Church. Gen. 
Sherman’s own words will set the matter at 
rest forever. In a letter to the editor of the 
North American Review, written at the time 
of the Sherman-Blaine correspondence, he 
“Tn giving to the North American Re- 
view at this late day these letters, which thus 
far have remained hidden in my private files, 
I commit no breach of confidence, and to put 
at rest a matter of constant inquiry referred 
to in my letter of May 28, 1884, I here recora 
that my immediate family are strongly Catho- 
lic. Iam not and cannot be. That is all the 
public has a right to know.”

rades. While we were in Tai-o-hae a thief was 
under prevention. He had entered a house 
about 8 in the morning, forced a trunk, and 
stolen 1,100 francs; and now, under the hor. 
rors of darkness, solitude, and a _ bedeviled 
cannibal imagination, he was reluctantly con- 
fessing and giving uv his spoil. From one 
cache, which he had already pointed out, 3400 
francs had been recovered, and it was expected 
that he would presently disgorge the rest. 
This would be ugly enough if it were all, but 
I am bound to say, because it is a matter the 
French should set at rest, that worse is con- 
tip inted, I heard that one man was 
képt six days with his arms bound back- 
a barrel; and it is the uni- 
versal rt that every gendarme in 
the South Seas is equipped with something in 
the nature of athumbscrew. I do not know 
this. I never had the face to ask any of the 
ndarm: pleasant, intelligent, kindly 
Hows—with whom I have been intimate 
and whose hospitality I have enjoyed; and 
perhaps the tale reposes (as 1 hope it does) on 
@ misconstruction of that ingenious cat’s 
cradle with which the French agent of police 
so readily secures a prisoner.

And why should they 
at the bother of two walks? re is no 
use talking,” he added, “opium is the cur 
rency of country.”’

And now behold her, out of that 
past of violence and sickening feasts, step 
forth in her age a quiet, smooth, elaborate old 
lady, such as you might find at home (mit- 
tened also, but not often so well mannered) 
in a score of country houses. Only Vaekehu’s 
mittens were of dye, not of silk; and they had 
been paid for not in money but the cooked 
flesh of men. It came into my mind with a 
clap what she could think of it herself, and 
whether at heart perhaps she might not re- 
gret and aspire after the barbarous and stir- 
ring past. But when I asked Stanislao—“‘Ah!”
